When we promise to pray 
for people, we are human and 
weak, and often we fail. If one 
of us should say that we pray 
always for certain people, we 
might be exaggerating slightly. 
But I remind you that these 
statements, given from the epis- 
else of Paul, are divinely inspir. 
ed and without error. Not Paul 
alone, but God’s Word says these 
things about His prayer life.

Po- 
lice were called when she became 
so drunk that she began breaking 
all the dishes in a cafe on the 
other side of town. That twenty- 
two year old girl is as precious 
in God’s sight as any mother’s 
daughter in Dallas. She declared 
to police that she drank nothing 
but legal beer. Legally she 
was not intoxicated. The voters 
of Dallas will answer to God. Ak 
mighty for the drunkenness of 
that twenty-two year old girt® 


Sunday-nighe I am going toe 
read some. figures given me by 
the Dallas police department. 
They will convince the most skep- 
tical that 8.2 beer is acursed, 
that it is an abomination of deso- 
lation, and that to continue its 
scle with government license. 
would be the folly of fools and 
the wickedness of Satan. 


For instance, Dallas police re- 
cords show that in 1933 when 
beer came in, and when accord- 
ing to all the promises and pra- 
paganda of the wets, drunken- 
ress should have been less, it 
increased. The official propagan- 
da of the brewers taught us that 
if we would legalize mild, harm- 
less, non-intoxicating 3.2 beer, 
that the consumption of bootleg 
rard liquor would be nearly stop- 
ped and there would be a defi- 
nite decrease in drunkenness.

Dr. J. M. Dawson’s Statement. 

In Dr. Dawson's address at 
Beaumont, on page fifteen of 
the printed address is the fo}- 
lowing passage, with the first 
line as the h ding? 

“AS TO VERI L_ INSPIRATION 

“Still less can we accept the 
theory that inspiration was me- 
chanical dictation. There is noth- 
ing in the Scripture to warrant 
such an idea. God did indeed or- 
cassionally ask that specific 
words be written down, but ins- 
piration does not imply that God 
dictated His messages as some 
manager would dictate a letter to 
a stenographer.” 

At first, Baptist leaders agreed 
with this position of Dr. J. M. 
Dawson. Soon, however, the com- 
mon people began to be heard 
from. Fundamentalists began to 
publish what the Bible says on 
the question, Spurgeon, Carroll 
and other Baptist leaders -were 
found to be emphatic in teaching 
that there could be no inspiration 
without verbal inspiration, and 
Dr. Dawson was left without so 
many confessed disciples. 


Dr. Rogard Uses Dr. Dawson's 
Words, Defends Dr. Dawson's 
Position. 

Dr. Dawson says “the me- 
chanical dictation theory.’’ Dr. 
Bogard heads his article, ‘“‘The 
Mechanical Theory of Inspira- 
djon."’ Both “are taixing apout 
verbal or word for word 


inspiration, thinking to slur that 
precious Bible doctrine. Dr. Daw- 
son denies that the Holy Spirit 
dictated the words of the Bible, 
as sOme Manager would dictate a 
letter to a stenographer.’’ In the 
last part of Dr. Bogard’s article 
quoted below, he says; “If the 
Holy Spirit DICTATED THE EX- 
ACT WORDS as a business man 
DICTATES A LETTER TO A 
STENOGRAPHER,”’ etc., and 
says it could not be. Dr. Bogard 
is defending exactly the same po- 
sition as Dr. Dawson defends, de- 
nying the word for word or ver- 
bal inspiration of the Bible. 
Now leaving off the first para- 
graph, which I have already méen- 
tioned, here is the remainder of 
Dr. Bogard’s article in the BAP- 
TIST AND COMMONER for July 
19, 1932, beginning on page six. 
Notice carefully the capitals used 
for emphasis. They are used by 
Dr. Bogard himself. The emphasis 
he repeatedly makes is that the 
Holy Spirit did not give the ex- 
act words of the Bible. In other 
words, he is denying the verbal 
or word for word inspiration of 
the Bible just as Dr. J. M. Daw- 
son did. Now .read the remaind- 
er of his article carefully, given 
word for word, exactly as he 
wrote it.

Did the Holy Spirit give exact- 
ly these words?

If so 
the Holy Spirit crossed himself 
by giving Mark a different set 
of words from what he. gave 
Matthew.

prove the Bible is not inspired at 
all. But whether that difficulty is 
used to fight verbal inspiration 
or to prove that the Bible is not 
God’s Word at all it is fooligh. 
The Bible does not claim to tell 
all that happened in the life of 
Jesus, nor all the words He said. 
John 21;25 shows that this would 
be impossible. But the Bible does 
claim that when it speaks it telis 
the exact truth as far as it goes. 

For instance, notice how sim- 
ple, how understandable, how 
convincing is Dr. Scofield’s ex- 
planation of the superscription: 
In his note on Matthew 27;37, he 
said: 

“These accounts supplement, 
but do not contradict each oth- 
er. No one of the Evangelists 
quotes the entire inscription. 
All have ‘The King of the 
Jews.’ Luke adds to this the 
further words. ‘This is,; Mat- 
thew quotes the name, ‘Jesus’; 
whilst John gives the addition- 
al words ‘of Nazareth.’ The 
narratives combined give the 
entire inscription: ‘This is(Mat- 
thew, Luke) Jesus (Matthew, 
John) of Narareth (John) the 
King of the Jews’ (all).

gard and Dawson. 
In Dr. B. H. Carroll's com- 
mentary, ‘‘An interpretation of 


the English Bible’? Volume Two 
on The Four Gospels, pages 411- 
12, Dr. Carroll says “Now, I will 
reconcile the different statements 
of that accusation "’ And proceeds 
to show that the exact wording 
may well have differed in Latin, 
the Greek and the Hebrew. In 
any case, it is folly to accuse the 
gospels, that is, Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John of being inaccu- 
rate or not verbally inspired be- 
cause each one does not give all 
that the other gives. Whatever 
the reasons were, the Holy Spiri 
Himself it the One Who caused 
the writings to differ, and the 
differences were inspired of God 
and are all asike correct parts of 
the whole verbally inspired Bible. 


| Different Wordings of the Lord's 


Prayer Verbally.. Inspired. 

Dr. Bogard mentions the Lord's 
Prayer as given in Matthew- 6:9- 
13 and in Luke 11:1-4 and calls 
attention to the slight difference 
in the wordings. Because there 
is a difference, Dr. Bogard con- 
tends that the accounts given in 
Matthew and Luke were not in- 


 spired word for word. He insists 
that Jesus did not 


give two dif- 
ferent sets of ‘words. 

But I ask Dr. Bogard and 
others who have doubts about the 
veracity of the Bible account or 
verbal inspiration of

Bogard says, concerning the su- 
perscription over the head of 
Jesus, the following in his own 
words: 

“WHAT WERE THE EXACT 
WORDS? I confess to you that 
I do not know, and neither 
does John R. Rice, Frank Nor- 
ris nor any of the rest of 
them.’ 


tells what was the 
superscription over the 
Jesus, but Dr. Bogard does 
believe the writers got the exact 
words, and so he does not know 
what the superscription was. 
Though Matthew and Luke both 
claim to give the words of the 
Lord’s prayer, yet Dr. Bogard in- 
sists that neither he nor anyone 
else really knows what Jesus 
gave His disciples. Writing 
about the Lord’s Prayer, Dr. Bo- 
gard said, 

“If the Holy Spirit gave the 
EXACT WORDS to BOTH 
Matthew and Luke, then one of 
them failed or refused to 
write these exact words. There 
is no way around this conclus- 
ion.’’ 

Dr. Bogard says in effect, that 
the Holy Spirit gave the writers 
of the Bible the gereral idea and 
left it to them.to put that idea 
in their own words and that the 
words of either Matthew or Luke 
are therefore incorrect. That is, 
he says that the words are not 
inspired. Dr. Bogard has a Bible 
which he cannot trust because the 
words are men’s words and he 
says that if Matthew gave the 
exactly correct "words that Luke 
did not, and if Luke gave the 
exact words, Matthew did not 
and that neither Dr. Bogard nor 
John Rice, nor Frank Norris nor 
anybody else know what the ex- 
act words really were! That is 
exactly what every modernist 
believes about the Bible, that is, 
that it is not absolutely infalli- 
ble, word for word inspired of 
God. 

If the Bible is not inspired 
word for word, then it turns out 
that it is not inspired at all. 

Dr. Bogard has well stated 
the case for the modernists. He 
first stated that the Bible was 
without error, and before he got 
througb, prover to his own satis- 
faction that either Matthew or 
Luke or both were in error about 
the words of the Bible. If you 
agree with the modernists, that 
the Holy Spirit did not give the 
exact words, but gave merely the 
substance or general idea, and 
left it to fallible, weak men to 
put that idea in their own words, 
depend on their own memory, 
their own wisdom and judgement 
for the words, then you must go 
the rest of the way, as Dr. Bo- 
gard does not say that 
you do not know what Jesus real- 
ly said or did, what the inscrip- 
tion was over the cross, what the 
exact words of the model] prayer 
really were, ,etc. It is a perfect, 
verbally inspired, infallible Bible, 
without error (in the original
